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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The limitations added to claim 1 especially require further search and/or consideration while not reducing issues 
for appeal. Regarding applicant's remarks on page 7 that the disclosure meets 112 first paragraph, the recitation in claim 1 of "applying a 
first vibration... to increase the coefficient of friction... in the. ..width direction" requires disclosure of structure capable of doing this 
(applicant could cite patents and other references as proof the disclosure is enabling to one of ordinary skill in the art). In noting that the 
disclosure is absent structure disclosed that would enable the skilled artisan to make and use the invention, the examiner has presented 
sufficient reasoning that the disclosure is inadequate (bottom of page 7 of remarks). While pages 8-9 of the remarks give examples of 
what the "response frequency" could be. it is still not clear from the actual disclosure what a "response frequency" is for purposes of the 
invention. The examiner notes applicant's intention expressed on page 9 to find an English language publication that describes response 
frequency. 
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
